A big structure, with meeting
halls and space for recreation
events for the community, would
be constructed .on three city-
owned lots in the civic center, at
the corner of El Prado and Cra:

Financing of the  building
would be by federal, state and
county aid, with the city donat-
ing the land and aiding in the
cost < of the building through
bond issue, Government and
county funds are available for
such a structure, it was said.

Presentation® of the building
plans ‘sounded thé end of the
proposal’ to construct a memor-
ial tower at El Prado park in
memory of veterans of this and
the last war,

The building, it was pointed
out, would serve a finer purpose
and be a more fitting tribute to
th memory of the soldiers of
World. War I and II who gave
their lives to their country.

“Almost severy " community in
California —has -a--veterans _me-
morial building, paid for, for the
most part, by government
funds,” Lewis said. “Torrance
can have and should have the
finest- one.”

As agreed upon by the mem-
bers of the council present, the
cost would be in the neighbor-
hood of $200,000, and the build-
